In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney contacted Examiner to discuss the reasons for not entering 
the After Final Amendment dated 10/13/2006. Examiner stated that the interpretation of the claim language could have 
been the claimed "story", before the amendment, would have all the elements stated, text, metadata, and zero or more 
references to a media object. After the Amendment, the claim language seemed to now state that it would have to have 
at least one of the list of items. Attorney pointed out that this was an incorrect interpretation since the language was 
void of the word "of and therefore was not at least one "of the items from the list. Instead the story has one of every 
item on the list. Examiner agrees with the Attorney's argument but this does not put the application in condition for 
allowance for the claim language is still broad. 

Attorney restated what was in their Remarks from the After Final and which was that the prior art was void of teaching 
"revisions to the content list and implementing the revisions to the content list". Attorney in the Remarks states that 
Gauvin is directed to updating/modifying a web page, see page 8 of Remarks. This reads on the claim language and is 
further supported by Gauvin's database updates which can be interpreted as the content list. Attorney stated that in the 
claim invention there is an order to how the content is displayed. Attorney stated that the "ordered sequence" is where 
this limitation can be found. Examiner pointed out that even though the term "order" is used there is no language that 
stated what order, (example, alphabetical, date, preferences of a user, etc.). Therefore, the interpretations is still broad 
and can read on many different orders that can be applied. Examiner stated that this information seems to have 
patentable weight and is important to the outcome of the story presented to a user and therefore should be presented 
in the actual claims in a more specific form so it is known what the actual "order" is. This information could overcome 
the prior if claimed specifically but would require further search and consideration. 
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
